THE DEMAND FOR 
A PARLIAMENT. 


Wuen the late Empress Dowager 
gave her assent to the formal 
auguration under Imperial 
of a constitutional régime in Ohina, 
it must be supposed that she! 
entertained no doubt regarding her 
ability or that of the Government 
of the day to keep the movement’ 
well under control. The march of 
events, however, has been rapid 
since the promulgation of the Edict 
of September 1, 1906, and it would 
have been difficult to foresee with 
what assurance and vigour the 
Provincial Assemblies would exer- 
cise their somewhat limited func- 
tions. China is not the first country 
in which a popular movement once| 
started has quickly freed itself from 
all the trammels that had been 
devised for its adequate restraint. 
The late Empress-Dowager in her 
wisdom bad ordained that nine 
years must elapse before the country 
‘could consider itself fitted, either 
intellectually or by constitational 
experience, for a parliament, and in 
theory there is mach to be said in 
favour of a gradual development of 
fa constitutional system. Bat, as 
was claimed at the opening of the 
National Assembly, the parli 
mentary idea is not altogether 
strange to China, and by a process 
of sub-conscious atavism the Pro- 
vincial Assemblies and the National 
Assembly spring into existence fally 

i) ped, ¢ Athene from the head 
Sf Zeus.” Certainly none of these 
bodies. have expended much time in 
fooling their way or testing their 
powers. first session of the 
Provincial Assemblies was followed 
by a joint meeting in Shanghai of 
Assembly delegates from a large 
number of provinees, and a depatn- 
tion was sent to Peking fo ange the 
speed: ning of Parliament. 
spose Oe re 
have hitherto been firmly rejected 
by the Prince Regent, but popular 
pertinacity bids fair to win the day. 
Various methods have been resorted 
to with the object of imposing a 
final negative upon tho importanate 
demands ; and as a last resort the 
subject has been submitted to the 
National Assembly. 

‘This body, it has to bo remember- 
ed, is far from being constituled on 
fa strictly popular basis, Half its 




















members are directly appointed by 
the Throne; the remainder are 
chosen from’ among the delegates 
to the Provincial Assemblies, but’ 
the final selection of one member 
out of every two delegates chosen 
is made by the Viceroy or Governor 
of the province. From the steady 
opposition with which the demand for 
the early opening ofa Parliament has 
been met in high quarters it is clear 
that in the minds of the authors of 
the scheme of constitutional develop- 
ment it was intended that there 
should be a wide divergence in the 
political spirit of the National 
Assembly from that which might be 
expected of a popular Parliament. 
That the former should ut any time 
harbour democratic tendencies was 
probably never contemplated. Bat 
the unexpected has happened, and 
the practically unanimons vote with 
which the petition for a Parliament. 
was passed on Tuesday shows that 
on this subject the imperial and 
aristocratic leaven in the Assembly 
is at one with the popular 
representatives. The step thus 
taken brings constitutional develop- 
ment in China to tho parting of t! 

ways. If the petition be granted and 
Parliament be convened within a 
short time, such impetus will bave 
been given to the progressive move- 
ment that reactionary opposition will 
be reduced to a minimam. On the 
other hand if the Prince Regent, 
acting under the advice of the 
Grand Council, were to remain 
obdurate and reject the memorial, 
the country will know that the 
constitutional movement is intended 
to be kept within well defined 
limits and that popular government 
to be attained only by the exer- 
tions of the people themselves. As 
has been long foreseen, the aspira- 
tions of the various Assemblies are 
finding powerful support in the 
financial condition of the empire. 
Duke Tsai Tse, the enlightened 
President of the Ministry of Finance, 
who would seem to have found his 
task of balancing Imperial revenue 
and expenditure no sinecure, hus 
accorded the demand for the speedy 
opening of Parliament his whole- 
hearted support on the ground that 
it was a remedy for tho existing| 
chaos in the nation’s finances. 
Viceroys and Governors are also to 
be found among the supporters of| 
the proposal, although they must’ 
be aware that a popular Parliament 
is likely to prove even more critical 
of officiat acts than Provincial 
Assomblies as at prosent constituted. 
Tho Prince Regent, therefore, must 
find it increasingly difficult to 
remain faithful to the scheme of 














constitutional development laid 
down by Ile Empress-Dowagor, 
and present indications point to 8 


compremise; by which the opening 
of a Parliament will be accelerated 
by three years, taking plage in 1913 
instead of as originally fixed in 
1916. 

In view of this possible accelera- 
tion it is satisfactory to note that 
the proceedings of the National 
Assembly are ebaracterized, as our 
Peking correspondent informs us, 
with calmness and dignity. A 
growing independence of spirit, it 
is stated, is being shown by the 
elected membors, and has caused 
the Government some uneasiness ; 
but concrete instances are not 
given and we have no opportunity 
to gauge the extent of this develop- 
ment. The Chinese Government 
probably finds itself more em- 
barrassed by the novelty of par- 
liamentary procedure than the 
members themselves. Before the 
opening of the Assembly it was 
feared that sufficient material had 
not been prepared for x whole 
session, and the rapidity with which 
subjects appear to be disposed of, 
first by a special committee and 
then in the House itself, 
tax the various Mini 









Bills for consideration. 


In a recent 
debate the representative of one of 
the Ministries was taken severely 
to task for the unsatisfactory 
method in which he had presented 


a measure to the Assembly. One 
member declared that in the five 
meetings of the Assembly not a 
single measure had been presented 
in a proper manner to the House. 
“No purticulars,” he complained, 
“are given to enable the members 
to deal With the subject in the 
manner it deserves, and thus 
valnable time is wasted.” He 
urged that the Bill should be 
returned to the Ministry to allow it, 
to be drawn up properly; but 
eventually it was ected tbat it 
should be sent to a Committee and 
that the Ministry should also hand 
to that body the emendations that 





were shown to be required. If 
orderly procedure of this nature 
should lead to ordered ndministra- 
tion in the widest sense throughout 
the Empire the independent spirit 
of the National Assembly will do 
no barm.

PERSIA IN REPLY.

CHINA’S PARLIAMENT. 


A MOMENTOUS STEP. 
Peking, Oct. 23. 

Amid tremendous enthusiasm, 
and in the presence of many Princes 
and high officials, who all joined 
in freely, the National Assembly 
yesterday unanimously adopted a 
g the Throne to open 
ment at an early date. 

The President nominated a Com- 
mittee of six to draft a Memorial 
to be submitted to the Throne to- 
morrow.—Our Own Correspondent. 











THE ASSEMBLY AND THE 
MANCHUS. 
Oct. 25. 

The Memorial from the National 
Assembly asking for the early 
summoning of a Parliament has not 
been presented. The Assembly 
discusses the matter to-morrow. 
‘The majority of the members is in 
favour of the immediate opening 
ofa Parliament, but Palace con- 
ferences lead to the belief that 
undue haste would arouse Manchu 
opposition, which hitherto has been 
practically absent. The Press 
points out that, without constitut- 
ing a menace to the Throne, the 
Parliament would relieve the 
Regent of excessive responsibilities 
and labour and would carry out 
domestic and foreign affairs to the 
general satisfaction. 

Telegrams have been received 
from all the Provinces congratulat- 
ing the Assembly on its action in 
this matter.— Qu Corres- 
pondent. 





DEBATE IN THE ASSEMBLY. 
Peking, Oct. 26. 

The Memorial framed by the 
Committee of the National Assem- 
bly appointed for that purpose 
asked that Parliament should be 
opened as early as possible. 

An amendment that the in- 
auguration should be in three years 
was debated with calmness and 
dignity, ond finally the original 
Memorial was carried with practi- 
cal unanimity. The President of 
the Assembly agreed to attach to 
the Memorial the preliminary pro- 
vincial Memorials and representa- 
tions from Chinese overseas 
colonists, and to exercise his per- 
sonal influence and also to explain 
to the Throne that the world 
sympathizes with the movement. 

A POWERFUL ALLY. 

Duke Tsai Tse, President of the 
Ministry of Finance, introduced 
the Budget in a short, brilliant 
speech. He explained that the 
Treasury was exhausted as a result 
of far-reaching and expensive re- 
forms and reorganizations. The 
remedy, he declared, was a Parlia- 
ment, which he hoped would be 
a8 soon as possible. 

The House was delighted with 
this support from the Empress- 
Dowager’s most vigorous adherent.

PRINCE FRANOIS OF TECK.

*,* Prince Francis of Teck was born 
on January 9, 1870, and was the second 
con of the late Dake of Teck and the 
late Princess Adelaide.

Recenr news in regurd to Persia 
shows that the patience of even Sir 
Edward Grey has a limit. The 
hope was entertained, when four 
years ogo the first Persian Parlia- 
ment was established, that a new 
ora was opening for this country, 
which bad previously been chiefly 
known for the production of re- 
bellion, carpets, cats and a Shab 
who was reported to have said that’ 
a visit to Epsom to see the Derby 
ran would be a waste of time, ‘as 
he knew already that one horse 
could run faster than another.” 
‘The conclusion of the Anglo-Russian 
Convention in 1907, by removin; 
the danger of independent external 
pressure by the two Powers that 
alone any legitimate interests 
in Persia, relieved the Persians of 
any real fear of loss of independence 
and left them free to devote their 
energy, their talents und their 
patriotism to the task of internal 
reform. In this connexion it 
interesting to recall that, by this 
Convention, the two Powers 
themselves to respect Persia’s integ- 
rity and independence, covenanted 
to restrict their commercial actiy- 
ities to their own “ zones,” Russia 
in the North, Great Britain in the 
South, and-agreed to institute a 
control over the sources of revenue 
in the regions thus reserved in case 
of irregularities arising in the re- 
demption of, or payment of interest 
on, Persian loans. The e: tions 
have not been realized. ¢ Shah, 
Mahomed Ali, took the oath of fidel- 
ity to the constitution in November 
1907, but his instincts were en- 
tirely reactionary and, after a period 
of uncertainty daring which the 
balance of power alternated between 
the Court and the Constitationalists, 
the latter were effectively silenced, 
fora time, in June 1908 by the 
roar of artillery, which by the Shab’s:

SHANGHAI'S 
RUBBER PROBLEM. 
October 24. 


Iw spite of all that has been said 
of Shanghai rabber companier, it 
is by no menns certain that the 
worst has yet been heard. Three 
companies have had to adi 
publicly to more or less serious 
discrepancies bet ween the statements 
made in the prospectases and the 
actual conditions of the estates. 
Others may be expected to come 
forward with similar apmissions, 
for the “Straits Times,” which 
must be credited with a sense of its’ 
responsibility in making such a 
statement, announces that “the 
information which has reached us 
has compelled the conclusion that 
certain valuations made for Shang- 
hai wore pure swindles, and that| 
the persons who made should 
be in penal servitude.” This 
journal instances two estates, in one 
of which for the purposes, prosum- 
ably, of a prospectus “ raw stamps 
were stuck into the ground and 
described as one year rubber,” 
while in the case of the other the 
managor, “‘n good and honest man,” 
found on bis arrival at tho property 
“that there was less than half tho’ 
acreage under rubber which had 
been represented, and what thore 
was possessed little value.” In all 
tl ircumstances it is not to be 
wondered at that a general sense of 
insecurity obtains. among sharo- 
holders, quite apart from mp 
in market quotations. A large num- 
ber of purchasers of rubber shares 
were actuated by the refloxion that, 
whether prices soared or not, they 
were making a sound investment. 
‘Those people still have their shares, 
and in most cases can afford on the 
strength of the company’s published 
prospectus to regard the present 
Prices of their stock with equanimity, 
not untinged with sympathy for 
those who are forced to sell. Such 
confidence, however, is not altoge- 
ther proof against the statements: 
made in the “ Straits Times ” and the 
fact of one company after another

having to admit that its property is 
by no means as eatisfactory as bad 
been previously represented. There 
can be only one method of restoring’ 
public confidence, and that is by a 
revaluation of ‘all the “ first year” 
companies, both for the benefit of 
present holders of shares and for 
the encouragement of prospective) 
purchasers. Under existing con- 
ditions there must be a tendency on 
the part of those who have mone; 

for investment to stay their hand, 
for fear that even at the altractive 
prices at which they are now 
obtainable the shares of one com- 
pany or another, when the trath 
about them is known, may prove a 
disastrous investment. 

Three suggestions are now before 
the public for the porpose of 
dealing with Sbanghai’s rabber| 
problem. ‘The first was propounded 
in our columns by Mr, E. 8. Little, 
who suggested revaluation of all 

srties by carefully selected 
experts with a view to subsequent 
amalgamation of companies in 
order to save management and 
agents’ expenses. There can be no 
reason why such a scheme should 
not effect for our rubber companies 
what Cecil Rhodes’ amalgamations 
did for the Kimberley diamond 
industry. The difficulties in the 
path, however, are great and can 
only be overcome by unremitting, 
effort on the part of those who are 
prepared to devote themselves en- 
tirely to the object in view. A 
second suggestion has been put 
forward for establishing « general 
Estates ement company in 
Singapore or Penang to combine 
in one body the management and 

cies of Shanghai companies. 
‘Tho latter would hold all the stock 
and their representatives would 
form the Board. By menns of this 
‘company it is urged that Shanghai 
will be directly represented in the 
rabber area and much of the money 
now being paid out to agents in 
Singapore and clsewhere would 
return to this port. Of this scheme 
it has to be said that, whatever 
its intrinsic merits, it makes no 
attempt to deal with that part of 
the problem which is uppermost in 
men’s minds at the present moment. 
There remains the proposal put 
forward this morning in our 
columns by a pseudonymous cor- 
respondent. ‘The writer, who pre- 
fers to conceal his identity under 
the name of “ Practical,” points 
out that for the indispensable 
revaluation of properties there is 
no need to spend more money on 
experts’ reports. By this time, he 
urges, all companies must have 
received through the reports of 
their managers and visiting agents 
fall and detailed information re- 
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garding the condition of each 
property, the number, size and age 
of the trees. This information 
should be placed unreservedly and 
without delay in the hands of 
shareholders, who will then be in a 
position to come to some decision 
regarding the fature policy of tho 
‘company. 

Against possible criticiam in 
opposition to this scheme that such 
a step would be without precedent 
or derogatory to the directors or in 
‘some other way prejudicial to the 
interests of the company it has to 
be pointed ont that the situation is 
exceptional and that Shanghai 
shareholders can hardly be expected 
to be over-sensitive in regard to 
anyone's feelings in this connexion. 
In our opinion, however, something 
more remains to be done after re- 
valuation of the rubber estates, 
before Shanghai can hope to recover 
from the crisis that has affected 
both its finances and its morals. 
No section of the community can 
pride itself on exemption from the 
immorality of the boom. The 
public clamoured for shares ; direc- 
tors lent their names for the asking, 
trusting to vendors’ or promoters’ 
assurances ; vendors and promoters, 
if of Shanghai, trusted to the 
statements of someone else or con- 
sidered that details were unimportant, 
with rubber over eleven shillings 
a pound and the public ready to 
take any shares that were offered 
them. But the difference between 
these three sections is that, where 
‘8 company’s estate proves not to be 
what it was stated-to be, the ven- 
dors and promoters al 
derived any benefit. The 
may have been crazy for shares, 
but their madness had thus much 
method in it that they demanded 
those shares only from thoee whom 
they regarded as trustworthy 
business mon. If these latter have 
been deceived, they may plead 
that it is their misfortune and

not their fanlt only so long as: 


they have not benefited through 
the deception. ‘There can be no 
justification for retaining profits 
nade over a false deal. A vendor 
disposes of an estate on the un- 
derstanding that it is of such and 
such a value in virtue of its 
area and the number of trees, of 
a stipulated growth, that it con- 
tains. JE a few months later it can 
be proved that the estate fails 
entirely to nd with the 
description of it given by the vendor, 
shareholders have not received 
what they agreed to buy and are 
not bound to pay the sum covenant- 
ed. Where the vendors are of 
Shanghai it may be supposed that 
they will voluntarily surrender the 
profit to which they are not entitled, 
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and we presumo that. oven in other 
e:ses the directors of companies 
placed in such a position will 
attempt to recover part of the 
purchase price. With companies 
that have been misled in the manner 
indicated and have parted with 
yendor shares a solation of the 
difficulty might be found, if these 
shares are still unsold, by their 
destraction in whole or in part. 
Finally there remains the cliss 
of company that may be 
unable to point to actual 
grave discrepancies between the 
prospectus and more recently as- 
certained facts, but finds that the 
prospects held out originally prove 
altogether misleading. In such 
cases it is obvious that the pro- 
perty cannot hope to be a success 
while it is paying its agents or 
secretaries an annual sum equivalent 
perhaps to the possible output of 
rubber from the estate three years 
hence. Here again is an instance 
whero directors must see to it 
that the interests of shareholders 
are safeguarded: In this way can 
directors, who accepted their posts 
only too lightly, shoulder, though 
late in the day, some of their 
responsibilities. ‘Thon with econo- 
mies offected in these directions 
Shanghai may have some chance of 
proving the truth of “‘Practical’s” 
optimistic belie£ that “ ander com- 
petent and economical management 
most if not all” of the companies 
may in time give a fair return to 
shareholders. 


THE FUTURE OF 


SIAM. 
October 25. 

‘Tue announcement of the death 
of King Chulalongkorn of Siam 
will be generally received with the 
genuine, bat detached, interest with 
which the passing of any man who 
has held high place in his own 
country is learned. To pretend that 
the weal of the world will be much 
affected by the death of a ruler 
who was chiefly known to Western 
peoples as a genial, open-banded 
potentate, whose inability, while on 
foreign tours, to understand the 
financial limitations of bis country 
was the despair of his Ministers, 
would be to carry polite fiction to 
ridiculous excess. ‘The Kingdom of 
Siam bas been always nominally 
independent, but even that nominal 
autonomy has been due, not to the: 
martial or diplomatic prowess of 
Siam’s ruler or of Siamese states- 
men, but to circumstances similar’ 
to those which have preserved 
Afghanistan, Persia, and until 
Intely Korea, from foreign over- 
lordship. But, while it would be! 

















credit the preservation of Siam’s 


independence entirely tothe sags 
of the late sovereign or of his| 
advisers, it would be but gracious| 
to remember the King’s 
attractive personality, his unquali- 
fied approval of Westorn innovations 
in national and municipal ad- 
ministration, and his ready 
acquiescence in the counsel of his 
foreign advisers have materially 
assisted in the practical main- 
tenance of the status quo. To 
Prince Damrong, the late King’s 
brother, is also due great credit, as 
he has always been a wise and 
pradent counsellor. During the 
King’s absences from Siam the 
administration of the country was 
confidently left in Prince Dam- 
rong’s hands and he discharged the 
obligation with fealty and honour. 
The people of Siam, though it| 
would be impossible to credit them 
trathfally with enlightened pat- 
riotism or genuine love of pros 
reco, vod that their? King’ 
acquiescence in the guidance whic 
the geographical position and the 
herent weakness of Siam rendered 
inevitable, had at least brought 
them peace, and their gratitude 
was shown in 1909 on the occasion 
of the fortieth anniversary of the 
King’s accession. Bangkok for a 
whole week was given over to 
rejoicings, characterized with the 
stately and gorgeous ceremonial 
beloved of the Oriental. A magni- 
ficent equestrian statue of the Xing) 
in Dusit Park was unveiled by His 
Majesty himself and stands a 
permanent record to the affection 
of the people for a King who, by 
abstaining from a futile kickin; 
against the pricks, had maintain 
foreign interforenceat the minimum. 
Notwithstanding the fact that} 
during the late King’s reign 
external peace was only broken by 
a breach with France in 1893, and) 
that internal disorder has been| 
almost extinguished, the country 
is still in an undeveloped state. 
There are practically no roads, 
outside of the capital, but a 
partial compensation is found in 
the River Menam, the noble stream 
on which Bangkok stands, and a 
system of canals. About 690 miles 
of railway are open to traffic, most 
of which is State-owned. Trade is) 
almost entirely in the hands of 
foreigners, but there have of lute 
years been indications that the 
‘rights recovery” microbe has| 
infected even the indolent Siamese, 
and s baok and a few other 
institutions are nominally Siamese. 
There has been, moroover, since the| 
end of the Russo-Japanese war, 





























undue strain upon veracity to[be replaced by Siamese. This has 


led to the dismissal of some junior 
foreign officials,but there would seem 
to be little danger of the men who 
have brought an approximation of 
order out of comparative chaos 
being supplanted, if the policy of 
the late King be followed by his 
successor. The progress of the 
country is retarded by the sacro- 
secular system of government. An 
abnormally great number of holi- 
days is legally recognized and no 
value is set upon time. The Siamese 
work if they feel inclined, but the 
inclination seizes them seldom and 
is usually successfully resisted. 
One of the most interesting 
problems that Siam has to face is 
her possible peaceful absorption by 
China. Year after year every steam- 
er that arrives from China ports 
brings hundreds of Chinese to 
Bangkok. At the present time it 
is estimated that the Chinese form 
one-third of the population of the 
country. As the Bitinese emigrants 
for the greater part marry Siamese 
women and settle in the country, 
it is only a question of time before 
those of pure and mixed Chinese 
blood form the majority of the 
population. The Chinese invasion 
and gradual absorption of the 
original inhabitants is, to those not 
personally concerned, an ethnolog- 
ical and political problem scarcely 
to be equalled in interest by any 
sociological development in any 
othor part of the world. 

The new King begins his roign 
with certain advantages and dis- 
advantages not possessed by his 
father. He passed through Sand- 
hurst, was at Christ Charch, Ox- 
ford, and is known to possess 
literary and artistic tastes. Bat 
rumour credits him with no pro- 
found liking for the West and with 
a desire to see the country relensed 
from its leading reins. On tho 
other hand his Western education 
is not an unqualified recommonda- 
tion to the more conservative 
Siamese. Indolent and easy-going 
as the people are, they have viowed 
with a sense of national shame the 
gradual contraction of tho conntry 
under the pressure of France on tho 
ons side and Great Britain on the 
other. The transfer to Groat 
Britain in 1909 of Siam’s rights 
over the Malay States of Kelantan, 
Tringganu, Kedah and Perlis, 
was bailed with very chastened 
enthusiasm, though those “ rights” 
were in reality shadowy, and 
although in exchange Great Britain 
forwent her extra-territorial adrant~ 
ages in Siam proper. The few 
thoughtful Siamese see with cach

The 
task before the new monarch is one 
that will call for « full exercise of 
all his inherited and acquired abili- 
ties and those who seo with regret 
the disappearance of dynasties that 
have acquired a certain sanctity, if 
ouly by reason of their age, will 
hope that he will prove himself 
eyual to bis opportunity.

He is entitled 
by his position and experience to 
outline an ideal system of municipal 
government ; and the community 
or its executive will be able to 
decide whether the methods that 
have aatisfiod it in the past are better 
than or inferior to Colonel Smith’s 
system. It is possible that we may 
have drifted into a system without! 
stopping to consider whether better 
m of municipal administra- 
tion existed elsowbere ; or again 
that the system outlined by our 
correspondent, which clearly has the 
authority of Home custom behind’ 
it, may have been deliberately re- 
jeoted as unsuited to Shanghai 
One thing alone is certain, that 
cannot resent Colonel Smith’s criti- 
cisms ; for if they are wide of the 
mark, they do no harm, whereas 
if they are pertinent, we may hope 
that they will do some good.

fail to arrest attention, and it is one 
that, as we have ulready indicated, 
bas a particular interest for all 
sections of the community. He 
would lead us to suppose that his 
son was never heard in his own 
defence. If such are the facts 
of the case, we have no hesitation 
in saying that this part at least of 
our local system of municipal 
administration is inherently bad 
and indofensible, and that it ought 
to be altered without delay. At 
any other time we should have been 
tempted to disbelieve Colonel 
Smith’s allegation; but unfortunate- 
ly there is reason to suppose that 
another Municipal employee, in 
circumstances that admit of no’ 
doubt, bas recently been dismissed 
without a hearing, although 
subsequently allowed to state his 
case. Fortunately the confidence 
of the community in its executive 
is such that it realizes that a grave 
defect of this nature in the 
machinery of government has only 
to be brought to the Council’s notice 
to bo remedied. Our Municipal 
administration may find what solace 
it can in the reflexion that it does 
not stand alone in having allowed 
this abuse of the rights of the indi- 
vidual to flourish under its auspices 
unobserved. Pablic indignation 
has recently been aroused in Great 
Britain over what is known as “ The 
Naval Cadot case.” A boy named 
George Archer-Shee was charged 
with the theft of postal order for 
five shillings from a fellow-cadet at 
the Osborne Naval College, and his 











parents were ordered to take him 
away from the institution. He 
protested his innocence, but was 
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never heard in his own defence, and 
for two years his father was burked 
by the “Admiralty in his efforta to 
have the evidence of the boy’s guilt 
produced. At last by dint of 
remarkable perseverance the father 
was able to bring the matter into 
court ; the case for the Admiralty 
at once collapsed, and the boy's 
innocence was established. 

The lesson of this incident ought 
to be brought home to all in 
authority, whether their functions 
are naval, military, governmental 
or unofficial. There could bo no 
doubt that the Admiralty had acted 
in good faith ; the authorities may 
have believed sincerely in tho guilt 
of the boy they bad condemned, 
but they were grossly careless in 
the examination of the facts on 
which they founded ‘their bolief. 
In ninety-nine cases out of a 
hundred ‘there would be the samo 
gross carelessness, if a man is con- 
demned unheard, merely on tho 
evidence of another who may bo 
entirely prejudiced against him. 
No one could be more sure of his 
ground than was the Admiralty for 
the two years daring which it’ was 
able to ‘deny Archer-Shee a hear- 
ing. If the authorities at Osborne 
could err grievously in regard to 
the commission of ‘a definite act, 
how much more likely is a body of 
men to be at fanlt, if they condemn 
‘an employee unheard on a matter 
of temperament or disposition. 
But whether the verdict passed bo 
right or wrong, there can be no 
justification for withholding a fair 
and unprejadiced bearing from a 
man whom it is intended to eject 
from his ‘presont means of liveli- 
hood.’ It is this aspect of the caso 
that, imposes in Shanghai, if 
possible, a graver obligution than 
even rested upon the authorition at 
Osborne. In order that we may 
not seem to be laying too mach 
emphasis on tho cuses already 
referred to, we may close out

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LABOUR PROBLEMS. 
October 27. 


Tar spirit of unrest that has 
dominated the industrial world for 
some months past appears to be 
extending in Great Britain. While 
it is true that the immediate 
difficulties of the 16,000 miners in 
the Cambrian collieries have been 
overcome, and that the 150,000 
operatives concerned in the lockout 
decided upon by the Federation of 
‘Master Cotton Spinners have now 
returned to work, yet the struggle 
between the colliers and their em- 
ployers may break out ‘again as 
vigorously as ever, and the cotton 
operatives aro not, as a whole, 
contented. On Saturday the Ship- 
building Federated “Employers 
decided unanimously to continue’ 
the lockout that had been suspended 
ten days previously, and once more 
1a great conflict in the British ship- 
building trade promises to banish 
the prospective revival in that 
branch of industrial enterprise. In 
stating that the unrest in the labour 
world is extending, we refer not so 
much to lockouts or strikes actually 
existing as to tho temper that is 
boing displayed by artisans all over 
the country. Disunion and dis- 
satisfaction reign supremo. A 

yrasal of the reports of the recent. 

‘rades Union Congress shows that 
in the labour ranks there are many 
opinions, and no common object 
animates the various leaders and 
bodies of men. In the Congress, 
which is largely a preserve for 
official trade unionism, the extent! 
of the fission could not be concealed. 
The sharpest line was drawn be- 
tween the class of men who look 
upon their society primarily as a 
benefit club, and those who hold 
that it is an instrament with which 
they may protect themselves against 
arbitrary or unfair exactions on the 
part of their employers. The: 
division between these two classes 








is widening daily, and it is com- 
puted that at least twenty-five per 
cent of the members have protested 
againet the expensive political 
policy of the unions, and in 
Lancashire new unions are being 
formed by the dissidents. Mi 
Osborne, who refused to pay lev’ 
for the support of the Tmbour 
candidate, is, therefore, only one of 
a growing class, and it will be 
interesting to see whether the’ 
majority will insist eventually on 
the unions seceding from the 
position that they have assumed 
‘with respect to the Parliamentary 

resentation of Labour. 

‘Not the least noteworthy feature| 
in connexion with these unsettled 
conditions is_the fact that the 

















majority of the men have de- 
prived their leaders of their cre- 
dentials in negotiation with the 
employers of labour, by re- 
fusing to abide by formal agree- 
ments, Such action is responsib'e 
for the present lockout in the 
shipbuilding trade. The dispute 
originated in the breach by a. 
section of the men of the agreement 
entered into last year between the 
Employers’ Federation and the 
trades unions. It was provided in 
the ot that all questions 
that might arise must be dis- 
cussed fully and settled without 
stoppages of work, and that no 
strike or lockout should occur 
in any locality when a dispute 
atose before the whole procedure of 


the inevitable ballot of the whole 
trade resulted in the rejection of 
these terms and once more a lock- 
out was put into operation from 
Monday last. 

What will be the outcome of 
this dispute it is difficult to 
forotell. The shipbuilding yards 
have important orders to falfil, yet 
the masters naturally desire ‘that 
there be some finality to these 
disputes and insist upon the re- 
moval of conditions under which it 
is possible for a comparatively 
trivial difference to assume the 
dimensions of a national disaster. 
On tkeir side the mon are far from 
unanimons, but so long as the 
Societies have funds to provide 
members with the necessaries of li 








conciliation agreed upon bad been 
carried out. Such an understandin, 
promised to benefit masters an 
men alike, but « sectional strike 
‘occurred nt Govan docks and the 
men refused to continue work until 
the question of the terms of their 
service could be discussed. Con- 
sequently the employers resolved 
to take a firm stand and to obtain 
‘a final decision as to whether the 
employees would or would not 
abide by the terms of the docament 
that had been signed with the 
object of proventing these sectional 
strikes, which have proved such a 
a menace to trade. In pursuance 
of this determination a lockout was 
ordered, and when a ballot was 
taken, the majority of the men 
engaged in the shipbuilding trade 
refused to be bound by the agree- 
ment signed by their agents. ‘Thus 
the union leaders were divested of 
their authority and the masters bad 
no one with whom they could carry 
on negotiations. A meeting of 
boilermakers was subsequently 
held at Newcastle and the matter 
was discussed. Realizing the ser- 
iousness of the position that had 
been brought about by the desertion 
of the union leaders, the meeting 
decided to favour the giving of 
assurances to the employers that 
sectional stoppages would not occur. 
But this resolution found little fa: 
vour with the mass of the men and 
a conference held at Edinburgh 
ast month between shipbuilders and 
boilermakers bad to be adjourned 
for both sides to consider farther 
the proposals submitted. Even- 
tually, on October 12, a second 
conference adopted an agreement 
and the lockout ended. It is under- 
stood that under this agreoment the 
Boilermakers’ Society undertook to 
fine members who broke the agree- 














they may hold ont. _Meanwhi 
such action as that taken by the 
men is driving good business ont 
of the country. The disorganiza- 
tion of trade, whether it be due to a 
lockout or a strike, is a diasaster to 
both sides, and it is a matter for re- 
gret that there is so little evidence 
‘of a conciliatory attitude. Now 
that the pledges given by the union 
leaders are not considered by the 
men to be binding, it is difficult to 
see how the employers will obtain 
an assurance which they can rely 
upon, that when a trivial difficult 

arises work will be continued until 
serious attempts at adjustment bave 
been made. The schism in the 
union ranks may hasten the solu- 
tion of the problem, and a leader 
from amongst those who are tiring 
of the present selfish indifferenco of 
the majority to any interests but 
wbat seem to be their own, may 
accomplish much by bringing calm 
thought and sound judgement to 
bear on the situation. Labour 
leaders, who have been preaching 
tho reckless disregard of authority 
to their followers for years, are 
awakening to the fact that the 
lesson has been learnt and has 
recoiled upon themselves. But 
other influences, notably the So- 
i ic element, have also been at

the first Company to reach the scene, 
found the Sino-Belgian Baok’s Godown 
burning fariously, and though the rest 
of the brigade turned out promptly, and 
little time was lost in gotting the Fire 














King and two other steamers to work, 
pamping from the Soochow Creck, the 
flames bad established too strong a hold 
to be easily mastered. 

‘The fire was first noticed in the South- 
Eastern corner of the first atorey. It 
spread rapidly backwards until the 
whole of the front portion of the godown 
was alight. The iron shutters of the 
windows soon became red-hot, and the 
floors and roof jcollapsed in succession, 
until only the outer walls of the building 
‘and a few charred timbers remained. As 
the flames spread backwards they were 
checked by « fireproof wall, separating 
the godown into two parts, From the 
roof of an adjoining native tes godown, 
access to which was gained by meat 
tho Victoria's tarntable escape, 
from the surrounding alleyways, torrents 
‘of water were poured on to the flames, 
and thongh the main portion of the 
godown was gutted the brigade succeeded 
in saving the rear portion, and in pre- 
venting the fire from spreading in any 
other direction, As the scene of the 
fire was beyond Settlement 
two hydrants wore availabl 
proximity of the Soochow Creek gave 
the firemen sn unlimited supply of 
vater. Daring the fire it was lndi 
to see the Paoshan fire brigade, 
toy apparatos, pumping s diminutive 
stream in the direction of the flamee.. 

The Fire Brigade was in charge of 
the Senior Foreman, Mr. Macphail, of 
the Delage Company, the Ohief Engineer 
being detained at his residence by hie 
‘motorcar taking fire, The Mib-ho- 
Toongs the Deluge worked 
from the roof of the tea godown on 
the West sides, while the Victorias were 
stationed along the creek front, and the 
Hongkews with another detachment of 
the Mib-ho-loongs operated on the 
Weetern side of the godown. It was 
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not until 330 am. that the firo could 
be said to be under control, and many 
of the firemon did not leave the tcene 
of the ontbreak until nearly 5a.m. All 
day yesterday two hydrant streams were 
kept playing on the rnins hy members 
sf the coolie corps, In the afternoon 
the rnios presented a sorry spectacle, 
Only the mere ehell of the front portion 
of the godown remained, The iron 
window shatters were crampled and bent 
into fantastic sbapes. Corragated iron 
from the roof bent and twisted by the 
intense heat was strewn all round the 
bailding and only charred beams inerked 
‘the positions of the floors, The ground 
inside the godown was covered with 
piles of burnt or charged cocoons, and 
the water gushing oat from tho entrance! 
carried with it cigars and cinders from 
the rains, 

At the time of the outbreak the front 
portion of the godown contsined 8,977 
bales of cocoons, 47 bales of filatare 
silk, 43 cases of cigars, and 400 
kegs of nai ‘The total insurance is 
believed to amount to Tls. 765,000, of 
which Tls, 205,000 covers the bank’r 
own cargo and the building. The 
origin of the fire is obscured in mystery. 
The godown wes locked ap as asual 
the preceding evening, and s Chinese’ 
watchman remained on daty outside the 
premises, It can, therefore, only be 
posed that the conflagration was 
started by spontaneous combustion 
among the cocoons, 


THE SHANGHAI- 
NANKING RAILWAY, 


HANQURT TO THE GENERAL MANAGER, 


On Tassday night the Execntive 
Committee of the Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce entertained Mr. A. W. U. 
Pope, General Manager of the Shanghai 
Nanking Railway, who is shortly going 
on furlough, at's banguet at Zor's 
Garden, Range Road. The Managing 
Director, Taotai M. Y. Chang, and 
the officers of tho Railway were present. 
In reply to a ealogistic speech by Mr 
Chow Tring-tsong, the President of the 
Committe, Mr. Pope said, after a 
tribute to the inflaence and importance 
of the Chamber of Commerce ; that. 
railways in Chios were in their infancy, 
and for foreigners like himself to co 
from a country where for thirty years the 
work ani training bad boon in settled 
conditions and to attempt to work rail 
ways for practically the first time in a 
country where every prejadice must be 
arrayed against them, and where strict 
discipline, and rigid rales of work and 
finance must be to a great degree new, 
vwas to court disaster ; especially was 
there difficalty se a result of the new- 
comet's ignorance of local castom, 
prejudices and etiquette, However, the 
great patience of the people they had 
worked for, the untiring guidance in 
local customs and etiquette that bad 
been given to them by Taotai M. ¥. 
Chung, the Managing Director, and 
the very helpfal assistance always given 
by the Chamber of Commerce had 
remoyed almost all these apparently

OF ST. IGNATIUS, 
SICAWEI. 


The new Charch of St. Ignatias, 
Sicawei, was opened to regular pablio 
worship on Sunday, This handsome 
buildiog was designed by Mr. W. M. 
Dowdall, rn.t..na. and a. : 
ing occupied twelve 
nonths, and the Church has taken four 
years to build. It was completed three 
months ago and was used on the 
Festival of Corpus Christi for the first 
time, The contractors were the Shang- 
hai Buildiog Company, Edward an: 
ohn Bell, managers. 

‘The design is in the early English 
Gothic style. inclining towards M, 
dineval French, The _stractare 
principally of brick with door jambs 
‘and arches of granite, mouldings, strings 
and dressings of sandstone red 
brick facings, The building bas two 
towers with spires, two tower porches, 
narthex, nave, two aisles, eleven side 

ls, stair to gallery and triforiam, 
apsidal choir, two choir aisles, five 





























chapels, stairs to triforiam, transepts and 
transept isles. The transepts and 
their sisles and the choir and its aisles 
fare of the same width as the nave and 
its aisles, ‘The exterior longth is 256 
feet and the width of transepts 142 
feet. The width of the nave, aisles, and 
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Bee ides 
the principal entrance through the nar- 
thex there are two entrances throng h the 
towers and two into each transepy. The 
total interior length is 228 feet, the 
transepts are 129 fect wide, the 26 fect, 
the aisles are 11 feet wide and thecbapels 
9 feot deep, the total interior width being 
85 feet.>.The sanctasry and Choir 
are 75 feot long and 32 feet wide. The 
height from floor to apex of vaulting is 
57 feet. ‘Tho body will seat 780, the 
transepts 440, total 1,200.

FAREWELL RRORPTION TO

A farewell reception given at the 
Deanery last Friday afternoon by the Rev. 
A.J. and Mra, Walker to Archdeacon 
ALE, Moale and Mrs. Moule provided 
the opportunity for the not inconsider- 
able section of the community that takes 
interest in or is connected with Charch 
affairs and Missionsry work to bid Good- 
bye to the veteran Missionaries, It is 
fifty yearssince Archdeacon Moule receiv- 
ed his appointment to Ningpo and but 
few months less since he actoally arrived 
with Mrs, Monle in Shanghai. Of late 
years his labours have kept him almost 
entirely to Chékiang province, but hie 
close connexion with Sbangbai has 
remained and the lapse of yoars has 
introdaced changes in the personnel 
rather tban in the number of his friends 
of this commanity. A large portion 
of these was present including in 
addition to Bishop Molony and the 
local clergy of several denominations, 
numerous representatives of the Mis- 
sionary body, together with many other 
residente. From the sincerity of the 
good wishes to which expression was 
given on this occasion Archdeacon 
and Mrs. Moule will have realized that 
their departure for England will be 
soarce of very genuine regret to their 
many friends in Shanghai. 

Daring the afternoon Archdeacon 
Moule was presented with two addresses, 
one from his fellow-workers in the 
C.M.8. and oth nds, and the other 
from the Shanghai Missionary Acsocin- 
tion. 

‘The first was presented by the Rt. 
Rev. H. J. Molony, who before reading 
it, emphasized the appropriateness of the 
presentation taking place in the shadow 
of the Cathedral with which the 
Archdeacon had been s0 intimately 
associated. He referred to the fact 
that Arobdeacon Moule had, literally, 
‘seen the Cathedral built ap, 

‘The Bishop then read the following 
address, which was bound up in s hand- 
‘some leather volume :

We, the Enropean Staff of the 
cae.

‘We would recall the fact that when 
you arrived in 1861 there were but two 
Stations occupied by the © M.S. in this 
part of China,—Shanghsi and Ningpo,

five actually in the field, that there 
were only one hundred and forty Chin- 
ese Christians, Whereas now as you 
bid a8 farewell you leave behind, io 
connexion with the Society you have 
served so long, one handred and three 
Congregations with four thonsaod two 
hundred and fifty-seven Obristians and 
two thoasend one hundred and eighty- 
two Commanieante, a 

To you, as a pioneer of the C.M.S., bas. 
been granted great privilege of sow- 
ing the seed of the Gospel on virgin 
soil in many parte of the Chékiang 
Province, and of watching with patience 
and prayer the growth of the seed thas 
sown, and snon of gathering in the 
fruit-burdened sheaves ; thas in your- 
self enjoying the two-fold blessing 
wherein both sower and reaper rejoice 
together. 

‘We realize that the joy of the 
harvest has alter with the tears of 
disappointment over hopes deferred and 
the up-rooting of promising crops. We 
Know that ia the past there bas been 
both persecution and danger to life and 
property, especially daring the grest 
‘Taiping Rebellion. Bat you bave been 
brought through fire and tbrough water 
into a wealthy place, As you look back 
throngh the past years you bave ay 
of the whole Divice process by 

germs of a small evangelistic mission 
hhave grown into the ripe orgavization 
of s strong Native Charch, ministered 
to by fally trained Chinese Pastors, 

We recall with additiznal joy the fact 
that you have not been alone in your 
period of service for the Missionary 
‘cause, but have bad ever by your side, 
in weal and woe, your dear as 
belpmeet and counsellor. What you 
have done, under God, for the Chinese 
men, Mra. is 
the wom 
and generous treatment maay a sister 
hhas been encouraged to embrace Chris- 
tinnity. 

We desire to assure you both of oar 
sympathy in the pain which your 
seversnce from Chios will cause you, 
and how can we do this better than by 
telling you that we regard your depar- 
tare as a personal loss, Your loving 
counsels have often comforted us and 
your example at all times bas been an 
inspiration, It is a joy tous all that 
in the persons of your sons, whom you 
leave with us, there remains sn assur- 
ance of the continuance of your good 
work, 
































labours, not only for the 
tual welfare of those who worship 
in the Cathedral of the Holy Trinity, 
bat also on bebalf of the wider cicle 
you have so a-ceptably reached by word 
‘and peo, will not easily be forgotten. 
We remember the deep interest you 
have showa in the concerns of tho great 
Shanghai Settlement, especially during 
the period of your residence there ; and 


















your most friendly 
Chrietisn Workers of all Devomi 
amongst whom yon held st one time 
the hononred distinction of being Pre- 
sident of the Missionary Assrciation, 
We rejoice to think that you both 
return to England with hedth and 
strength to work together amid the 
teautifal surroondiog of an English 
Country Parish. Hers oar thoughts 
‘and good wishes will follow you, and 
in 1etarn, we feel assured, your contina- 
‘ed prayers and efforts will succour us, 
Alter resdiog the address Bishop 
Molony mentioned that one sheet of 
signatares was missiog. It bad ap- 
parently been captared by pirates dur- 
ing transmission through the post, but 
efforts woold be made (o replace it, and 
it would be bound in with the other 
signatares before the Address was for- 
warded to England. He went onto say 
that they rejoiced that Mr. Moule had 
been able for so long to minister to the 
people in this part of Chios, Le was 
told that when Archdeacon and Mrs. 
Moule Isnded in Chi 
one remarked what 
bring s beautifc] woman out here to 
die. Tt was not the faalt of the Arcb- 
deacon that they landed here in the 
month of Angast, and it was no doubt 
due to bis care, as well as Mrs. Monle’s 
‘own good sense and care that they 
had both been preserved in spite of 
the words spoken on that dey. For 
affectionate kindness, devotion to tho 
work among the w nd capable, 
hardworking cl language, 
things 























and other it woold be hard for 
Mra, Moule to be excelled. In the 
words of the Bouk of Proverbs—her 
busband shall rise op and call ber 
blessed ; ber cbiléron also shall praico 
hor, There was a mach larger citcle 
thao that to offer their respectful ad- 
mirstion on this occasion. Three of 
her sons remained to carry on her work 
‘ont here, This was the anniversary of 
Trafalgar Day, and to no-one conld 
England’s motto be more fittingly 
applied than to Mrs, Moule. Turning 
to the Archdescon, the Bishop said 
that be could not attempt to record the 
labours of his early days or bis middle 
China, He covld only speak of 
their relationship as Bishop and Arch- 
doscon daring the past year. People 
‘sometimes thought that Archdeacon 
was an honourable title given to « 
senior clergyman. It was that, and it 
was also an honor title, and the 
holder might be described as the Bishop’ 
ambassador and safety valae. Thechurch 
of England had retained the somowhat 
‘autocratic system of having « personal 
head, and this system had its dangers, 
The Archdeacon was the Bishop's right- 
band. His position enabled him to 
speak with emphasis to his Bishop and 
to the clergy. Archdeacon Moule was 
the most laborious and zeslous preacher 
of the gospel hebd met in Chins, He 
was sn affectionate friend, a loyal col- 
leagae, s teacher, a writer in English and 
Chinese who appeared to bave inherited 
the literary power that rested upon all 
members of his family. In conclusion 
the Bishop banded the Archdescon the 
volame containing the address, and 
mentioned that inside was a paper from 


















bank which they hoped would 
enable him to obtain sometbiog to add 
to the comfort of his rectory when he 
reached kome. 

‘The Rev. J. W. Cline, President of 
the Shanghai Micsionary Aesociation, 
vas the next epeaker, He said that 
would not be right or proper for him 
to say anything about the Archdescon's 
past work and record. At the last 
monthly meeting of the Shanghsi Mis. 
sionary Association a committee was 
appointed to draw up a memorial to 
Archdeacon Monle. It was intended 
to present this memorial at » epecial 
meeting of the Association, but 
it seemed a kindness not to add 
another mecting to the Arcbdescon's 
many engagements on the ove of his 
departure from Sbangh 
therefore, glad to take 
of presenti 


sociation recalled with g 
affection the long years of service of the 
Archdeacon. In conclasion Mr. Oline 
called upon the Rev, Ernest Box to read 
the Axsociation’s Memorial. 
This Memorial read as follows : 
To the Ven. Archdeacon Mools, 
Dear Archdeacon Monle.—Tho mea: 
the Shanghai Missiouary 
Association, learning of yourapproaching 
dopartare from China for the home 
land, after nearly fifty years of devoted 
service as a missionary to the Chinese, 
desire to express their very high 
appreciation of your work, and the 
esteem and affection in which they hold 
you. Many of the members of the 
Association have worked side by side 
with you, and know you as « friend and 
fellow worker ; others though not 
knowing fyou ‘personally, hold you io 
the same high esteem for your work's 
sake, Your connexion with the work 
in Shanghai, and with the Sbangbai 
Missionary Assoviation, bas bec a long 
and intimate one, and your inflaence for 
good ia our midst has been felt in many 
mays, 
Tn tho early days of our Association, 
mben the membership was not #0 
nomerous 45 it is to-day, we remember 
that you held the post of President for 
some years, and in that connexion gave 
much time and thonght ia ite sbrv 
To the life of this great city you ever 
wortbily maintained the best traditions 
of the missionary of the Gospel. 
Aided by the gracious ministry of 
your devoted wile, the youth of this 
ity found in your hcspitality the parify- 
ing iaflaences of a Christian bome life. 
‘Your long and valued services in 
conpexion with the Young Mon's 
Christian Association extended your 
influence to a wider circle, 
‘You were in pablic « fearless cham- 
pion of our Christian faith, and in many 
other ways as a Christian citizen you ever 
apheld the highest Christian ideals. 
‘Wesball ever remember you too as 8 
poet preacher, opening for us windows 
into the unseen spiritual world. 
In your relations with your fellow- 
missionaries in Shanghai, —ropre- 
senting many sections of the Cb 
tian Chareb, and various nationalities 
you have ever maintained the mott 
friendly and brotherly relations, and 
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in this way given your testimony to the 
Breat fact of our oneness in Christ. 

Now that you are leaving the scene 
of yout life's work we pray that God's 
blessing may accompany you and Mrs. 
‘Moule to the new sphere to which God 
has called yon, and we assure you that 
neither yourselves nor your work will be 
forgo'ten by your friends and fellor 
workers, whom you will leave behind in 
Chins. :

Archdeacon Moule then replied to the 
addresses, He said that it was no casy 
task citber in few or in many words to 
reply to the exceedingly kind remark: 
to which he had listened. He spoke 
on his own and his wife’s behalf with 
heart fall of gratitude. While he 
listened to what was said by his dear 
and honoured friend, the Bishop, be 
could not help criticizing it in his heart. 
He agreed with every word that had 
been said aboot his wife, and they 
both accepted it as a genuine expression 
of good will and affection, What was 
said aboat himself was well meant and 
kindly, but was qaite wrong (laughter). 
Ho was going to tarn bis tables on 
those present and tell them what he 
and his wife owed to them and to 
Shanghai. First of all he referred to 
Bishop Molony's remarks about his 
connexion with the Cathedral It was 
true that he had seen jt grow up, 
‘and when the cross was pat in place 
on the steeple, be was up on the 
scaffolding slone, He and Mrs. Moule 
arrived here on August 14,1861, the 
hottest day of the hottest summer ever 
known. In spite of the Bishop's 
excuses, he was really responsible for 
bringing bis wife out at that time as 
the selection of his ship was left to him. 
‘The first one he chose went down, The 
socond bronght him oat here via the Cape 
in four months. Their first night in 
Shanghai they spent in this same 
building (the Deanery) scceptiog the 
hospitality of the Rev, and Mrs. Hub- 
son, ‘The first sermon he preached in 
Shanghai was at the old church here. 
He might add that his wise friends not 
only feared that Mrs, Movle would di 
bat prophesied the date of his wife 
death. She was to livo one year and he 
would die at the end of three. With 
regard to the flattering remarks about 
his vereatile pen, he might mention 
that he was still hanting for a pen of 
this natare, and that he would endeay- 
our to buy it when he reached home, 
with the cheque so kindly presented to 
him. The Archdeacon went on to say 
that Shanghai was noted for its sym- 
pathy and real kindness, Tarping 
to his connexion with Shanghai, he 
mentioned that while be was at 
home, on farlough, Dean Batcher call- 
ed upon him and asked bim to take the 
Chaplaincy of Shanghai for a year, dur- 
ing his leave. ‘The Church Missionary 
Soviety readily accorded him permis- 
sion, and then » telegram came stating 
that the Trustees had nominated some- 
one else. The Society then definitely 
inted bim to take charge of its 
in Shanghai, and for twelve years

here, Though carrying on the Society's 
work here, be felt that he could not 
overlook his responsility to the foreign 
community also, and he did all in his 
power to assist the chaplain. He be-

‘When he had to go home, his first ques- 
tion was what would become of his

numerous centres 
in the Settlement and the City, and he 
called « meeting to form a Iccal branch 
of the C.M.S. Subsequently, owing 
toan anonymous letter in the Press, 
he and several other prominent business 
men spent three days investigating 
Mission work ia Shanghai, and before 
he left for England several ladies very 
kindly undertook to visit and 
the centres in which he bad established 
his work. In conclusion, the Arch 
doscon thanked all present for the 
sympathy and kindaess, past and pre- 
sont. He expressed his appreci 
of the addresses presented to him, and 
referred to his happy and friendly 
relations with all the American Epis- 
copal Bishops who had come to China 
and Japan. And, as a parting word, bo 
said that he bad been an honest friend to 
bai. Ho bad never sought aught 
but it highest good. He prayed that 
the blessing of the Lord might rest pon 
all present. 

Bishop Molony then mentioned that 
Archdeacon and Mrs. Moule wore leav- 
ing by the Siberian Mail at 1 p.m. next 
day, and before the gathering dispersed 
the Archdescon mentioned that he had 
asked the Oburch Missionary Society to 
place him on its reserve list, and that he 
hhad assured his Chinese friends that if he 
wore needed they could coant upon bis! 
coming oat antil he reached the age of 
nioety. 

With many expressions of goodwill 
‘and wishes for a pleasant trip home and 
all the happiness that Archdeacon and 
Mr. Moule cocld wish for in their new 
sphere, their friends then bade them

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STOLEN PROPERTY.

Mr, Kirk enid that the defendant 
was a member of the Gold and Silver 
Smiths’ Guild. About six years ago 
‘eet of regalations was drawn up and 
they received the sanction of 
Taotai, the Senior Cousul and the 
Manicipal Council, These regulations 
set ont that all goods reccived by 
the shops were to be entered in 
books Kept for the purpose and 
that no goods were to melted dowa 
in lees then six days from the 
date of receipt. The gold ear pick 
mentioned in the charge was stulen from 
® women at 2.30 p.m. aud sold im- 
mediately for $13.86 al Ithongh the com- 























pect] plainant said that he paid $19 for it, 


‘The bair pin mentioned was received 





on the 11th jostant and melted down 
on the 16th, The buttons were stolen 
from Honan Road on the 20th of last 
month by the same man and wore suld 
to the same shop fur $.0.30, whereas 
the complainant i2 that caso paid $14 
for them. These battons were melted 
down on the 25th of the month, 

Det. Sgt. Kay said that be went to 
the shop and asked if they had received 
the ear pick. The men at the shop 
said that they did not know because 
anythiog they received like that was 
written down as gold in their books, 
‘There was an entry in ths books show- 
ing that two mace six candareens of 
gold bad been bought. Ata later date 
he revisited the shop and foucd that 
there was another extry ia the books 
which was not there his firet visit, 
marked ior gold, 

Mr. Phillips said that the +bop bad 
carried on basiness for many years and 
had never hed a report of this natare 
made against it before. ‘The defecdant 
was a man of very 























d by him in- 
dicating that the goods were stolen 
Property as they wore auld to him 
immediately they were stolen, Tho 
price paid by the defendant was the 
correct price, as the cst of manufacture 
and the shopkeeper’s profit bad to be 
deducted from the price at which they 
were purchased ty the owners, Tho 
Price paid by the shop was the intrinsic 
value of the goods. The defendant 
handed over bis books to the detective 
witbout any hesitation. 

Defendant gave evidence bearing oat 
his conneel’s statement. 

‘Mr. Kirk esid that there had been a 
breach of the regulations in that a pro- 
per description was not entered in the 
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books and the goods were melted down 
sbefore the six days had els 

‘The Court came to the conclusion 
that the charge of receiving was not 
proved, bat imposed a fine of $10 for 
breach of the regalations of the Guild. 
The Conrt also intimated that the 
Guild wonld be requested to see that 
the regalations were obserred in the 
futnre.

‘subject matter has in each case been 
entrusted to competent hands, and tho 
books may be recommended for all the 
gronnd that is required to be covered 
in local schools. 

‘A companion series is known by the 
name of “Readable Books in Nataral 
Knowledge” in which broad facts of 
scientific knowledge are set ont in 
‘simple language, Their object i 
stated to be to stimulate interest in the 
various stadies dealt with, and the 
books are certainly calculated to appeal 
to wider circles than the cless-room. 
In fact there would be little need for 
‘them in school, if parents did their duty 
by their children and sought to interest 
them in such matters, when other things 
have to be learned in the class-room. 

In the English Literature series it is 
only necessary to call attention to the’ 
Children's Shakespeare in which each 
play is carefully edited and words and 
allasions explained ; snd to the prose 
works which inclade Plutarch's Life of| 
Julius Cac0ar (North's Translation), 
Narratives from Motley's Rise of the 
Dutch Republic and from Gibbon's 
Decline and Falt of the Roman Empire, 

Messrs, Macmillan & Co. are also 
bringing out ander the editorship of 
Herr Otto Siepmann and M. Pellissier, 
both masters at Clifton College, « usefal 
French series which reveals careful 
selection and preparation.

MEASURES AND 
WEIGHTS, 


OMIFonMITy IN CHINA, 

A pleasant and practical method of 
arousing interest in the question of a 
aniform system of messares and weights 
for China was adopted on Monday in 
brioging together at « dinner a nomber 
of people for the parpose of a more or less 
informal diseatsion. The dioner was 
sorved at the Astor House Hotel and. 
a number of those interested in the 
subject responded to the invitation of 
Mr. Howard Richards, who bad 
sanized the proceedings. The objects 
of the gathering were depicted humor- 
ously or instractively abont the room 
and as souvenirs of the occasicn exc 
guest received a usefal stecl measure 
marked according to the metric system 
and 2 chart giving the legal equiralonts 
of the varions systems of measures and 
weights and a simple method of con- 
version of one to another. 

‘At the conclasion of the dinner 
Mr. Richards stated the parpose of the 
dinner and introduced Professor F. C. 
Cooper of St. John's University, who 
read the following Paper 

In view of the rapidly changing 
conditions in China there is no more 
fitting moment than the present to 
bring to the attention of officals, 
educators, scientific and business men 
the importance to China of adopting = 
standard system of weights and mes- 
sares, and for several reasons the best 
system to adopt is that known as the 



































metric system in which the multiple 
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snd sub-divisions are decimals of the 
standard. 


There seems to be # common mis- 
apprehension that the rales of arith- 
metic have some epecial relation to 
the number ten, since nature gave 
man the efficient calculating engi 
of ten figures. But man tried seve 
clumsy expedients of combining these 
digits to express higher numbers 
before some ingenious Arabian devised 
our present simple method. The 
arithmetical rales are the outcome of 
this method and would work just as 
well with any number of digits as ten. 
Eight digits would have given ut 
simpler arithmetic (Octuple System) 
and twelve digits, in many respects, 
more convenient one (Daodecimal Bys- 
tem): but the force of babit and the 
‘conservatism of education wonld render 
the change impracticable, The power 
of successive sub-division is of paramount 
importance in commercial transactions 
and in this respect the decimal system 
bas « positive disadvantage, but its one 
aluable feature is its simplicity and 
the simple relation which it establishes 
botmeen measures and weights, It will 
donbtless be a great gain when all 
nations have adopted it. 

China most shortly adopt a uniform 
system with official standards, and 
it would be folly for her to foist 
upon the people either the octa- 
plo or deodecinal eystem, and thos the 
only system for her seriontly to con- 
sider is the decimal system which has 
already been adopted by over twenty 
countries, You may demar and say 
that as the present system in China is 
unnecessary to urge 
This is quite trae, but 
it is not consistently decimal and what 

‘vastly more important, there ie no 
one legal standard for the whole Empire. 
For example there are 16 tecls in a 
catty and the Chineso foot ranges 
betwoon 11 and 15.8 English inches, 
Variable standards are used ia different 
places or even in the same town, In 
Hangebow there are 16 difforect.stan- 
rd catties (seo H. B. Morse * Trade 
and Administration of the Chincse 
Empire,” pages 160-174 ) 


HISTORY OF METRIC aysTRN 


Will you bear with me while I 
briefly sketch the history of the metric 
system ? Tn 1789 began the French 
Rerolation. Daring the npheaval the 
French contrived to bring about a 
complete reform of their old system of 

ights and measares. In 1790 the

A bar of 
platinam, exactly » metro long, was 
msde with the greatest care, and de- 
posited as a standard in the French 
Archives in 1799 and the uso of this 
metre was legalized, 

‘The computation of the metre was 
afterwards found not to be quite correct, 
but this is of little importance provided 
all countries approve of the standard 
selected (Tho English standard yard is 
‘supposed to have represented the length 
of the arm of Henry 1), 





‘The eystem of weights and measures 


founded on the metre was not ma 
compulsory in France until 1840. 
that. year, with a view to introdac- 
ing the ‘system into England, » 
Royal Commission was appointed and in 
1849, a new coin was issued, called a 
florin’ and was equal in valae to a tenth 
of » £, Since that time the Britieh 
Parliament bas permitted the use of the 
metric system, but it is chiefly used for 
scientific purposes, and it will nev 
come into geners! use till it is made 
compulsory by Act of Parliament. The 
Bosrd of Education at Whitehall directs 
that the principles of the system eball 
be tanght to children in primary «chools. 

The late Prof, Jobn Playfair who 
had long devoted his attention to 
the great problems of the measurement 
of the earth and the rectification 
of measures and weights says “* The 
difficalty is not so great as we 
to think and to effect it requires in 
reality nothing bat for the Legislature 
to say, it shall be done.

(2) The present state of weights and 
measures is chaos itself and as other 
countries have evolved order from chaos 
and uniformity from diversity (Morse) 
so could China.

THE ST, LAWRENCE 
BRIDGE, 


By far and away the most noteworthy 
engineering contract of the present cen- 
tary, says a correspondent in the “New- 
castle Chronicle,” is the rebuilding of 
the ill-fated bridge over the River St. 
Lawrence, which collapsed during course 
of erection in September, 1907. A 
special commission appointed by the 
Canadian Gorerament have daring the 
past two years been engaged in prepar- 
ing designs and spccifications for an 
entirely new bridge on the site of 
the old work. In Decemler last the 
contract for the substructure, that is 








‘ai|the sioking of the masonry piers, was 


awarded to a firm of Ottawa engineers 
‘at « price of £488,000, and tenders for 

supply and erection of the steel 
superatractare are to be submitted to 
the Canadian Department of Railways 
and Cat before October 1. Not 
only are numerous engineering diffical- 
ties expected to arise in the execation 
of the work, bat nousually severe finan- 
cial stipalations are set forth in the 
Canadian Government's specification, 
and therefore ficial circles it is 
expected that the list of tenders will be 
thao s dozen. These hail from 
Germany, United States, Canada, and 
Great Britain. 

It ig understood that two or three of 
the principal German en inecting com- 
panies will unite in submitting a joint 
tender, whilst three of the lesding 
American and two of the Oansdian 
bridge-bailding firms are also intending 
to compete, So far as is at present 
known, the only tender from Great 
Britain will be one submitted by the

terested in, this question of discrepancy 
in prices is of considerable importance, 
particolarly as five or six years hence 
‘at the furthest there is every reason for 
believing that plantation robber will 
be keen competitors for the favour of 
mannfactarers, Plactation rabber now 
stands at a cor discount as 
compared with Pars, and seems likely 
to continse to do so until, at least, 
prices recede to a level which will 
reduce the margin for the turning of 
the bslace. As to the reason for the 
substantial discount at which plante- 
tion grades ere now quoted a careful 
consideration of the whole circumstances 
leads inevitably to the conclusion that 
they do not stand so high in the estima- 
tion of the manufscturer as five hard 
‘The manufactures points out 
that the bulk of the plantation rabber 
brought to market is derived from trees 
with bat from four to eight years of 
age, whereas the forest-growing Hevea 
Brasiliensis tree is rarely younger than 
tea years old when it ie tapped. It 
bas been suggested that plantation 
rabber stands badly in waut of baving 
brought more directly ander: 
the notice of manafactorers, The pro- 
daction of different estates is said to 
vary widely ia quality, so that the fatare 
would appear to lie with those com- 
panies who are able to establish « repa- 
tation for quality, A comparison of the 
prices realized for, say, Vallambrosa 
sheet or crepe, with those obteiaable for 
9 product of cert other estates, 
jich shall be nameless, ehould be illa- 
minative on this point, "Another reason 
for the comparative steadiness of fine 
hard Para may be found in the fact that 
apy bear account which may exist in the 
commodity must necessarily be in that 
grade, as plaotation rubber being sold 
mainly under the name of the producing 
estate and acoording to sample, oan 
hardly be sold short, except by the pro- 
ducers themeelves, owing to the lack of 
certainty 8 to ability to falfil the oon- 
tract when it matures. Fine hard Pars 
being sold on its namo alone, any rabber 
answering to that description is, of 
course, good delivery. Some surprise 
hhas been expressed at the disappearance 
of the premiam on plantation grades, in 
view of the fact that that variety being 
washed and dried before coming to 
market does not involve the loss in balk 
throngh moistare which Para doee, and 
this is a fact which should be kept in 
mind when the ultimate outcome of the 
competition between wild and cultivated 
is being considered.

With regardto the declining tendency 
of the price of the raw material, there 
being little to justify the belief that the

MINANCIAL WARFARE, 
France's assertion of the power of 
fiaance is one of the most interesting 
signs of the times. She has declined 
to lend money to Turkey, unless some 
of it comes back in the form of orders 
for ships, and she bas also politely 
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intimated to Hungary that sol 
with Austria and the Triplo Alliance 
not exactly a passport to French favour. 
‘This attitude seems to have cansed 
surprise and indignation among the 
wonld-be borrowers. The Hungarians 
are rejoicing becanse they have raised 
the fands in Austrin and Germany, bat 
this, of course, does not distarb the 
eqaanimity of France, who has plenty 
of other opportunities for placing her 
snrplas eapital at interest, It is to be 
feared, however, that the situation will 
only increase the prevailing uncertainty 
‘and anxiety. Many peopleare drawing 
the conclusion that the French Govern- 
ment ees war spprosching and is 
keoping the national financial resources 
for itself and its friends. As for the 
Young Turks, who announced a week 
or two ago that they would bave nothi 
more to do with France, they are still 
negotiating and will probably end by 
ing the French terms, for the 
excellent reason that they cannot obtain 
the money elsewhere, England having 
sided with France in declining to help 
them. Some of their attempts to throw 
dust in the eyes of the Quai d'Orsay 
officials were amusing. They stated 
that they were prepared to place an 
order for five gunboats in France, bat 
it was soon discovered that there was = 
clause in the contract whereby the latter 
was made dependent upon the flotation 
of the loan in France. They also asked 
the French Government to sell them a 
15,000-ton battleship, though they 
mast have known perfectly well that 
the only French vessels of this 
tonnage are new ones which it would be 
madness to cell, To nso devices of this 
kind suggesta either that the Torks 
aro at the last extremity, or that they 
‘tare devoid of the diplomatic skill with 
which Oriental Goveraments are usually 
well supplied. In either case the 
French have every encouragement to 
adhere to their present attitnde, 
specially ax Tarkey soems inclined to 
fall into the arms of the Triple Alliance. 
France also has another conflict with 
Anstri 1 embargo placed 
upon s Galician petroleum refiaery io 
which French capital is largely interest- 
ed. From the diplomat 
view, France is fortunate ia possessing 
a tariff which can be readily used ss 9 
weapon of retaliation, and France will 
soon cease to be a market for Anstrian 
oil unless the Ringstrasse changes its 
tone. In all these conflicts French 
opinion is enpporting the Government 
in whole-hearted style.

Not only has 
this item made serious inroads into the 
working capital provided, bat such 
capital in the first place in a great many * 
instances is totally insofficient to bring 
joven the planted aren into bearing, 
to say nothing of providing for 
the extensive planting operations 
mentioned in prospectuses and 
the reports of statatory meetiogs. 
The consequence is that from time to 
time you will fiod that the Directors 
of varions Companies will have the 
unpleasant task of cither informing 
their sharebolders that they have come 
to the end of their tether, or that all 
profits from the sale of rabber will be 
seeded for working expenses, and no 
dividends can be declared for a con- 
siderable time, 

‘The present is the time to act, and 
in view of the general ancertainty, the 
following saggestions should be im- 
mediately adopted :— 

(1) Each company should make up 
and publish a statement of its accounts 
up to the f September 30, showing 
its trae position as regarde its’ working 
capital. 

(2) Each estate shonld Le thoroughly 
reported npon by first class reliable 
expert, and a valuation made on an 
nniform five years purchase scale from 
January 1, 1911. It would be 
‘advisable to appoint » commission of, 
ay, two Shangbai gentlemen to accom- 
pany the expert asa check, There are, I 
believe, several business men in Shanghai 
who have lately retaraed from the 
Straits after a protracted and exbaus- 
tive investigation into the affairs of 
several of the Shanghai Companies, and 
it is possible that their undoubted vala- 
able services could be obtained. 

(3) The report shoald contain reli- 
ak a ates of what it will cost to 
clean op farther the estate (it necessary), 
bring the planted ares into bearing, and 
what extensions will be necessary in 
order to show decent dividend return

Otherwise I have not heard anything 
threatening the lives and property 
of foreigners 90 as to necessitate 
armed intervention, As I have already 
admitted, the Soathern Provinoes of 
Persia are in a chaotic condition, but 
we must not forget the fact that these 
Provinces are mostly populated by 
nomadic tribes, who live on robbery and 
recognize no law. To gain « control 
over such tribes and civilize them is not 
question of months but years, expec- 
ially now when their Chie's have joined 
hands, directly or indirectly, with the 
bloodthirsty reactionaries who have no. 
honour aod no patriotis sense. And I 
do not think that the British troops 
could ever check and subdue these 
fierce mountaineers, if they were ever! 
landed in Persia; on the contrary, they 
will become the case of more chaos and 
‘anarchy, Takiog the above brief facts 
into consideration I do not think that 
there ix any justification for Sir. 
Edward Grey to become impatient by 
threatening armed intervention if the 
Persian Government did not pat an 
ead to the present disorders in the 
South, We must remember that both 
Great Britain and Roseia bave solemaly 
declared to the world that they will 
observe the satus quo in Persia.

A Chinese dispatch says that the 
Viceroys and Governors of oleven 
provinces have addressed a joint tele- 
gram to the Government for tranemis- 
sion to the Prince Regent, strongly 
praying for the early opening of a 
Parliament to save China from danger. 
On the previons day Dake Taai Tee, 
President of the Ministry of Finance, 
had an andience with the Prince 
Regent and pointed out to bis Highness 
the argaments io favour of granting 
the Assembly's petition. The Regent, 
replied that if it had to be done, the 
limit might be slightly shortened. It 
stated that though many of the 
Viceroys and Goveroors are in favour 
of the request, quite a namber of then, 
Viceroy Chang Jén-chiio, Governors 
En Shon of Shéasi, Pao Feng of Ho- 
an, Cha Chia-pao of Anbai, Feog Ju- 
kuei of Kasogsi, and Pang Hung-sbu 
of Kueichou, for example, oppose it. 
Viceroys Chang Kéog of Kansu and 
Shou Shon of Fokien also support the 
opposition, Prince Teai Hsiin and the 
Chinese Ministers abroad have tele- 
graphed supporting the petition. A 
Memorial headed by the Viceroy in 
Hapeb, making » similar request, bas 
arrived in Peking and another one is 
being drafted by the Viceroy of 
Yionan, who is endeavouring to 
obtain the signatures of other Viceroys 
and Governors to the docoment. It is 
reported that, as the National Assembly 
supports the petition, the provincial 
delegates are much excited and Prince 
Ching snd Grand Conncillor Na Tong 
intend to resiga their poste. A telegram 
‘also says that one of the appointed 
members of the National Assembly has 
reported to the Government the grow- 
ing independence of spirit shown by the 
elected members. The Government bas 
addressed © communication to the 
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ional Assembly on the subject, bat 
dispatch was kept secret. The 
pointed member, it is said, called 
‘on Prince Pa Lun and Duke Tasi Tee, 
and said that, in his opinion, great evil 
would ‘resolt from calling a Parliament. 
These two Princes have been somewhat 
shaken by this expression of opinion 
‘and will consequently give their counsel 
sgainst Parliament being opened before 
the end of the period already fixed. 
RENT REDUCTION. 

According to Chinese information a 
number of Chinese business people in 
the foreign settlement, north of Hong- 
kew, following the example of the 
Chinese residents in that portion, called 
together different shop people and drew 
up a joint petition to Viceroy Chang 
Jén-chiia, praying him and the Taotai 
to use their jnfiuence with land- 
lords to try to bring about a redac- 
tion of rents for Chinese houses. They 
asked the representatives of the Hong- 
kew residenta to the meeting and learned 
from them about their audience with 
the Vicergy and the rescript from His 
Excellency, which was read to the 
gathering, and much gratification wae 
shown. The new petition was present 
‘ed at the Buresn of Foreign Affairs on 
Toeeday, and the Viceroy received a 
fow representatives and ordered them to

‘A RICSHA GRIEVANCE. 

It is stated that over three hundred 
owners of public ricshas, which are 
hired ont to ooolies in the settlements, 
elected a deputation, which submitted a 
petition to Viceroy Chang.

To his last monthly report the Acting 
Health Officer (Dr. A. Moore) stated that 
five plague rate had been found during 
the month of September, and in this 
connexion he drew specis! attention to’ 
the vital importance of ‘keeping’ 
godowns and storehouses of all kinds 
free from rate as long ae plague threat 
ned. 

With regard to tbe actasl outbreak 
it cannot be ssid that the Health Office, 
was not well prepared. Daring the, 
past three or four weeks there have been 
us] icious desths in the neighbourhood 
of North Chekisng and Kiangsa Roads. 
For a long time rats bare been found 
large numbers in this district and 
consequently the warning iseued last.

DEATH OF MR. E. P. LALCACA. 


Many of the older residents of 
Shanghai will learn with much regret, 
that news. was received on Tuesday by 
telegram from Sarat, Bombay Presid- 
ney, of the death of Mr. E. P, Laleaca. 
‘The late Mr, Lalcaca came to the Far 
East in 1862 and at first took up his 
residence at Hongkong, bat in 1868 he 
came to Shanghai and was prominently 
connected with its business activities 
until 1887, when he gave control of his 
basiness as an exchange and bullion 
broker to bis brother, Mr. B, P. 
Lalcaca, Arriving here a comparatively 

‘man Mr. Lalcaca by industry, 
integrity and thrift amassed « consider- 
able fortane and will be gratefully 
remembered by those of his own race 
Bombay and in Shanghai for his n 
failing beneyolence. When he retired 
from active business Mr, Lalcaca re- 
ceived from the Royal Sussex Lodge 
a» medal and an address and he was 
‘also given an address by the Indian 
community testifying to the high regard 
which his honourable career and charit- 
‘abloness bad won for bim. He owned 
considerable landed property in Shang- 
which has remained in the care of Mr. 
B. P. Lalesca, After his retirement 
Mer, Laleaca lived in Bombay, but he 
frequently visited Shanghai and his 
death occarred only about a week after 
his return from bis last visit, as he left 
hore on September 27 last. Mr, Lal 
leaves a qife and daughter in Ind 
He was seventy years old, Mr. Lal 
was an uncle of Dr. Lalcaca whose

Into this contract mast also be imported 
‘s consent on the part of the defendant 
that these operations should be condue- 
ted subject to the rules of the Shang- 
bai Stock Exchange. Daring the 
month of April the plaintiff re- 
ceived orders to buy for delivery 
to the dofendant io Jane rubber shares 
to the value with commission of Tis. 
33,275.55. These he bought from 
different brokers at different times, 
All were brokers on the Stock Exchange, 
‘and on selling they gave to the plaintiff 
notes in the form in geveral use on the 
Shanghai Stock Exchange, statiog 
that they bad bonght from “the con- 
cerned” for the plaintiff the shares 
which they undertook to deliver. I 
have no evidence as to whether the 
selling broker acted ex a broker or a 
jobber io these transactions, the contract 
iteelf parports to be a contract between 
the two brokers of whom the selling 
broker purports to be selling for an 
undieclosed principal. Cases which 
have been decided in this Court show 
that brokers in Sbaophai do act as 
jobber coutract the plaintiff 
‘in liable to the selling brokers under 
Rules 60 and 71 of the Shanghai

As to what happened from the mid- 
~ of May to the time of the settlement.

Daring the whole of this time the shares 
were falling and the defendant, who was 
constantly away from Shaogbai for a 
few days at a time in the exercise of his 
calling of a pilot, al increasing 
anxiety as time went on. I am not, 
however, satisfied that he gave the plaia- 
tiff definite orders to sell, but be was 
constantly urging the plaintiff to safe- 
goard his interests, aod the plaintiff was 
as constantly putting him off. There 
is, however, one thing clear from the 
defendant's conduct, which is that he 
knew all along that the plaintiff bad on

I now come to what happened just be-

The 
plaintiff bas proved nothing as to the 
customary way of settling except what 
contained in the rales of the Shang- 
isi Stock Exchange ; any farther 
castom will not therefore affect his case, 
for as will appear presently the settle 
ment was not on the customary lines. 

What took place at this settlement 
was partly proved by a gentleman named 
Greyrigge, who wax in charge of the 
settlement and who arranged it on 
the clearing house system, on bebalf 
‘of the Stock Excbange, and in the 
course of it be received a cheque for Tl 
891,354 from the plaintiff. This clear-

‘Thus the Cathay Trust takes the 
benefit of all shares and monies payable 
to these brokers and the deposit of all 
‘books, contracts and papers relating to

to enable them to realize those sbares 
and monies. 

The brokers who sign this letter 
undertake to bring such actions as the 
Cathay Trost may direct, in considera- 
tion of the arrangements made for 
carrying on the June settlement, This 
action is 90 brought. What these 
arrangements are is carefully left out, but 
little doubt that they incladed 
‘a provision to meet such acheque as the 
plaintiff's, It is farther to be noted 
that thie course was taken with the 
consent of the Stock Exchange, » 
limited body of fifty members, of 
whom probably several were absent 
from Shanghai, and which conld 
not fail to be seriously affected 
by the default of » considerable pro- 
portion of its members. Thix may or 
may not have been a justifiable course to 
be taken by the Stock Exchange for 
domestic reasons, bat if it was I can 
only say that circomstances which 
dictated a course involving the neglect of | 
its own rules and » departure from its 
‘established practice must have been very 


compelling. 

From evidence which was called by 
the defendant it would appear that the 
usaal course at a settlement is for 
broker to settle individually with each of 
the other brokers with whom he has bad 
dealings and either give or take a cheque 
for the balance dae on their transactions, 
taking or giving delivery of the balance 
of shares. ‘Thus a broker may be found 
to have to deliver to » client shares 
which he bas not in bis ion, 
and, as the one witness who gave 
evidence as to this said, he would 
have to bay sach shares for delivery. 
He would buy as cheaply as he conld, 
and it would be to bis interest in view 
of euch @ customary means of settlitg 
the sccounts that his clients should 
bay at as bigh a price as possible. This 
castom bas not been proved, nor is it 
relied on, but if it exists, it comes 
within the strictares passed upon an 
analogous custom in Robinson v. Mollett

er, tho present differs 
very materially from the case of Ne 
sen v. Hadley is, that there it was 
proved tbat both brokers were acting 
for principals, and that iff who 
had sold short for the defenddant 
wont into the market snd bonght 
shares to deliver in accordance with bis 
contract. This difference waterially 
affects the plea which is set ap by the 
second paragraph of the defence, and 
which traverses the payment of the sam 
claimed, and the right to claim it or} 
any other sum by way of indemnity.

Rule 
‘71 provides how a member of the Stock 
Exchange is to indemnify himself 
agi member who fails to carry out 
his contract ; the selling broker in this 
case might have sold out the shares he 
had to deliver, aud the plaintiff would 
by the rale have bad to pay the lose 
incurred, and if be could not have paid 
he would have been declared « default- 
er under Rule 46, Now the arrange- 
ment for “ carrying on " this settlement 
which was made ander guarantee of 
the Stock Exchange seems to me to 
offend the principles of both these 
rales. It ignores Rule 71 as to the 
mode of fixing ty and it offends 
grievioasly against Rale 46, That is 
a wholesome disciplinary rule which 
provides for the punishment of a broker 
who undertakes ‘ies be cannot 
barge. It is, so far as I can s00, 
about the only rule of the Stock Ex- 
change which will deter s necdy or 
reckless broker from undertaking con- 
t ich he knows to be purely 
without limit and without 





























is case, so far as I can judge, 
tiff ought to have been declared 
© defaniter under this role. I shall

not to have been alone, It follows 
therefore that nothing done in connexion 
with this settlement can be taken as

he entirely depstted from the rales of 
Stock Exchange and entered isto 
transactious which materially altered 
the liability which the defendant mnet 
be taken to have contemplated. 


‘The defendant's contention that as 
in these transactions the plaintiff did 
not deal in accotdance with the rales of 
the Stock Exchange, he cannot enforce 
his chim, will not avail bim because « 
definite liability was incurred by the 
plaintiff before the defendant repudiated 
the contract; agaimst that lisbility be 
mast indemnify the plaintiff.

I 
have had no evidence as to the prices 
ruling daring the month of Jone, and I 
havo consequently looked at the quots- 
tions of prices in the Shanghai Share 
market in the local papers during that 
month, and what I have seen enables 
me to say that I see no reason why the 
plaintiff should bave sold earlier. 


Judgement will therefore be for the 
plaintiff for Tls, 18,975.55 and the 
‘costs of the action with the exception of 
‘those of the hearing on further considers- 
tion, which was due quite as mach to the 
plaintift as to the defendant.

Tardily the piracy is somehow 
admitted, only when my bitter cap is 
qualfed to the dregs, for after wrocking 
uy only hope the defendant wantonly 
occasioned me untold vexation and hard- 
ship. Betore adoptiog legal procoodingn 
I gave them the option of avoiding 
ay undesirable exposure. Bat their 
uvcompromising attitude, defiant and 
goading drove me to the humiliating 
ordeal of branding myself as a panper 
and ening as such, only to ‘be 
stifled, baulked in the vindication 
ot my outraged rights. Their 
arbitrary and unrighteous ways next 
debarred me from settliog by arbitration 
all damages suffered at their hands. 
‘Well may the defendsnts have Taughed 
in their eleevee at being <> unexpectedly 
treated as innocent victims, and even 
relieved almost entirely of their own 

















costs, when my costs alone exceed the 
sum awarded as damages. Strange as 
it may seem, I am actually punished for 

ing the protection warranted to 
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authors by the law of civilized countries. 
Nay, Iam left to expisto still farther 
the very sacrifices and ordeals endured 
for the sake of a labour of love bespeak- 
ing a civic years, whose fate is 
only to be acrown of sorrows for my 
weary brow, so willed by the defendants, 
and so woven out of their balefal as 
sumption that by reason of my nation- 
ality I stood beyond the pale of the 
doomed to be the prey of their 9 
and refined malevolence. Bat it has 
beon established at great pains that my 
rights are as sacred as thoee of otber 
authors, At no less pains I bave daly 
sot forth the cate in ite fall and trae 
light.

JUDGEMENT. 


His Lordsbip—Before giving judge 
ment in this case I wish to state that I 
only took this case alone without the 
‘sssiotance of my learned brother at bis 
request, and with the consent of both 
partic

The plain- 
tiff and appellant is evidently very much 
oppressed with a sense of his own 
wrongs, and he feels very sore about 
them, and about the remedy which the 
Conrt below has thought sufficient to 
compensate bim. I am afraid that that 
is not an uncommon attitude of mind 
in s disappointed litigant, and so far 
as be had really worked on a literary 
undertaking which hes no doubt been 
with bim @ labour of love as well as 0 
pecuniary undertaking, be bas my 
sympathy in bis diseppointment. But 
mbat this Court has to do at this present 
time is to inquire bow far his disappoint- 
ment is doe to the action of the 
defendants. I read the evidence in this 
case before I came into Court, knowing 
that the appellant was going to 
conduct bis own case, snd thinking. 
that I ought to look into it myrelf,

‘The damages for an action 
for breach of copyright uoder the Copy- 
right Act cannot in any way inclode| 
dawages for a harsh, or oven for an 
‘unfair review. The action would have 
to be absolately differently framed in 
order to enable plaintiff to bring 
evidence as to malice and the motives 
which inspired defendants in their 
‘action, The measure of damages for 
ingement of copyright is set out in 
Scratton’s Law of Copyringbt, and I do 
not want to go beyond that because it 
is quite clear from there that the 
measure of damages is purely o 
mechanical calculation as to the amount 
pecuniarily which the sale of the publica- 
tion complained of has had opon the 
sale of the work which has been pirated, 
‘Now it seews to me that the Jodge in 
‘the Court below bad before him all the 
materials which would enable bim to 
come to s judgement. I might have 
given less, or perbaps a little more bad 
I been in bis position, bat I certainly 
do not feel inclined to dissent from him, 
whoo, after having considered all these 
matters sod looked into every poi 
with care, he came to the conch 
that $500 was enough to compensate 
the plaintiff for the breach of his 
‘copyright, 

There is jast one thing I think I 
ought to say, especially as I have not 
called upon Mr. Wilson to address me, 
and that is that I allowed the plaintiff 
to proceed in many severe strictures 
upon the conduct of the defendants, 
because I felt, as I say, that be is 
somewhat painfully moved by his own 
position, and that he was likely to take 
& somewhat prejadiced view of the 
conduct of an antagonist in a Conrt of 
Jastice. I think I ought to say, especi- 
ally as Mr. Wilson has not had an 
opportunity to say it, that I do not 
think that these strictares are in any 



































way jastified and that so far as I bave 
been able to judge by the facts before 
me, I quite agree with the opinion 
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‘expressed by the learned Jngd 
tried the case, that this was an inad 
tent breach of copyright, I do not say 
that there would be any difference in the 
amount of damages whether that was 20 
‘or whether it was a case of malicious pub- 
lication, though in the latter case a 
{jury might bave assessed the damages 
more severely. Bat the ground on 
which damages should be ascessed is the 
same However, I do not know that it 
is usefal for me to go more fully into 
the facts of the case than they have 
been gone into, but merely to say, as a 
‘comprehensive reason for dismissing the

‘Mr. Justice Pearson (in the case of In 
re Kloebe)—“ the law of England has 
been that you mast enforce 
this country according to the 
practice and rales of our Conrts, and 
according to them a creditor, whether 
from the furthest North or the farthest 
Sonth is entitled to be paid equally with 
other creditors in the same class "—I 
must come to the conclasion that the 
Indian creditors must rank pari puseu 
with the creditors in this country, Of 
course it will be the duty of the Ad- 
ministrator within the jarisdiction of 
the Court, to see that all these claims 
are in order, and that they are such as 
would be allowed against an estate by 
English law. I shoold think that in 
all probability the Indien law woold be 
the same asthe English, bat I do not 
know that it is, but of course any claims 
which might be allowed in India, bat 
not under English } 
‘against the estate in this conntry with 
the rest of the creditors, Such a 
creditor must get what he can in the 
country where his debt is recognized 
a8 one. I wish to refer to 
another sentence io this jadgement of Mr.

ALLEGED LIFE 
INSURANCE FRAUD. 


At the Mixed Court yesterday morn-’ 
ing, before Magistrate Pao Yi and Mr. 
©. F, Garstin, British Assessor, Chang 
Gee-fong, formerly a life insurance’ 
agent, was cbarged with conspiring with 
others to defraud the China Matual Life 
Insurance Co,, Ld., of the sum of Ts. 
6,000 during the months of May and 
Jane 1909, 

Mr. G, H. Wright prosecated and 
Mr. G. F. Curtis defended. 

Mr. Wright ssid that the accused 
was one of the leaders in the frand. 
Application was made to the Soochow 
Office, where 
Chinese agent, for the insurance of » 
man named Wa Kai-miog. This man 
‘was taken to the office by the accased, 
and in their company was = m 
named Wa Miog-wa, who afterwards 
‘appeared in the policy as the beneficiary. 
‘The accused represented that the man 
who wished to be insured was s pro- 
minent official, instead of which it now 
transpired that his real name was Chung 
‘Yuen-sung and that be was a tax ool- 
lector, ‘The man was examined by Dr. 
‘Ross and be was passed. On the day 
the application for insurance was made 
‘Wa Ming-wa the supposed beneficiary, 
took the spplicant to « theatre lending 
‘him some good clothes to wear. After 
the theatrical performance was concluded 
thoy went to see accused at bie house, 
‘When they got to thie bouse Chung 
was told that there was a foreign doctor 
there and that Wa would like to see if 
Obung wase strong man, Chang was 
surprised at the suggestion, bat he sab- 
mitted and the doctor examined him. 
When the examination wae finished 
they went away and he was told not to 
worry abont it as it was all right, The 
compaay’s foreign agent believed that 
the application was a proper one and a 
policy was issued for Tis. 6,000. 
Nothing more was beard by the com- 
pany until May when notice of the 
death of the insured was received, it 
being stated that be died on s native 
houseboat between Souchow and Hang- 
chow and that the only man who was 
with him at the time was the bene-

mortuary outside Sooohow. They were 
told that the coffin contained the body 
of the iosared. They were then taken 
to Wn's house and were shown the 
priests offering prayers for the dead 
Erentaally the insurance policy 
was paid to Wo. As the result 
of investigations that were made by the 
interpreter of the Company's agent in 
Soochow it was subsequently ascertained 
that there was no euch man as the one 
ho was anpposed to have died, that the 
coffin that had been exhibited con- 
tained the body of Wa's sister, who bad 
been dead for three years, and that it 
hhad been removed from a mortuary-inside 
the city. The prayer cored 
by the priests showed that their prayers 
had been for the sister of Wa. Counsel 
proposed to show that a portion of the 
ingarance money was paid to the acoased 
‘at a Soochow bank. 

TF. Morriton, complainants’ agent 
at Soochow, said that aconsed was 
formerly bis’ Chinese snb-sgent. The 
man who was taken by accused to be 
insoredand on whose life the policy 
was issued after doe nati 
was now in Coort, This man was| 
sopposed to be dead and the money had 
been paid on the policy. The accased 
filled in the application form, but witness 
id not understand Chinese so that, 
when he questioned the man he conld 
not say whether the aswers given to 
‘sconsed were thove he wrote dowo. 
Witness did not see the insured from 
the day he was taken to bis office until 

fedvesday last. The premiam was 
banded to witoess by accared. When 
the man was taken to bis office to 
for «policy ho was dressed in very 
fine clothes. The man in Court was 
mupposed to bave died three months 
after he was insared. Accused went 
with witness when be went to se the 
coffin and the faneral arrangements, 
Witness bore out connsel’s statement
